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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are presented for examination. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because all boxes in fig. 1 should be descriptive 
language to identify each of such boxes. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and fornnat for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

5. Claims 1-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 , enter 

— : after "comprises" in line 3. Claim. 9, delete "i n " in line 5 and substitute it by — 

in — . Claim 5. delete "system" in line 1 and substitute it by — unit . Claim 6, delete 

"system" in line 2 and substitute it by unit . Claim 7, delete "can be" in line 1 and 

substitute it by —is . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 2-4, 8, 10 are objected for the same reason since they depend from 
objected claims. 

Claim 1 appears to be a preamble without a claimed body. The claim should be 
amended to clearly show a preamble with a body. In addition the claimed 
limitation must be recited in the active tense. Same comment applies to claims 2- 
10. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrases "similar data" and "for instance" in lines 3-4, 
render the claim vague and indefinite. 
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Regarding claini 1 , the phrase "said data" in line 5, is not clear whether the 
Applicant refers to the "similar data" in line 3 or to another "data". 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "of that kind" in line 12, renders the claim vague 
and indefinite. 

Claim 6 recites "the alarm" in line 2, there is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claim 8 recite "the control centre" in line 1 , there is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 9, the phrase "for instance" in line 2 and line 5, renders the 
claim vague and indefinite. 

Claim 9 recites "said data" in line 4, there is insufficient antecedent basis for this 

limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 9, the phrase "similar" in line 4 and line 8, renders the claim

vague and indefinite. 

Claims 2, 3-5, 7, 10, are rejected for the same reason since they depend from 
rejected claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 -1 0 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In combination with all the limitations in the claim, the prior arts fail to teach or 
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make obvious: The driver with a personal code or card containing data with a 
corresponding identification device, as the finger or some other part of his body, 
characterized in that in the method style information of the driver is stored on card to 
data collecting unit in the vehicle and on starting driving the driver inserts the card or 
object into the vehicle scanner wherein data received from selected vehicle controls 
and/or data from varying information-collecting detectors is compared with information 
stored on driver's driving style card and on basis of the comparison the control unit in 
the vehicle either allows driving or informs of drive-stop. 



Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Edmonds, III et al. (US 6,229,908) discloses a driver alcohol ignition interiock. 

Entenmann (US 6,957,142) discloses method and device for evaluating a driving 

style. 

Borodani et al. (US 6,253,139) discloses a system for the personalized autonnatic 
control of gear changes in a motor vehicle provided with servo-assisted Gears. 
Foeldi et al. (US 5,491,635) discloses an arrangement and a process for 
controlling a starting device of a vehicle drive. 

Ikuta et al. (US 4,477,874) discloses a card-operated control system for vehicle 
components.
